{ Moral Debacle 


When Harry Truman moves back into the White 
House, 5 million dollars will have been spent to 
prepare it for his occupancy. The taxpayers paid 
the money. There was a time when kings and 
czars thus spent the money of their subjects. But 
never in ancient days or. modern times has any 
man ever spent the people’s money so freely on 
himself. Truman’s profligate waste of taxpayers’ 
money on himself constitutes a public scandal and 
a moral debacle. 


This ex-haberdasher and small town business 
failure has suddenly grown fatter than Brutus 
ever was. Truman’s budget which might be said 
to be all directly related to personal expenditures, 
which totaled as he entered office $538,000 an- 
nually now reaches a staggering figure. He asks 
in the present budgét for $2,614,000. His office 
force which numbered 56 as he walked into the 
President’s job now numbers 293. The might and 
power of Nero and the reckless expenditures of 
the Caesars are reflected in the daily life of this 
man, who entered office quite modestly and was 
at first noted for his lack of pomp and splendor. 


The President and ‘his family have a personal 
staff of 33 domestic servants, including the chauf- 
feurs of his 29 automobiles, all a part of the in- 
sufferable burden now being heaped on the tax- 
payers. In spite of the fact that Congress has 
given him $50,000 tax exemption, boosted his sal- 
ary to $100,000 per year and given him a per-

What About Gambling? 


Seventy per cent of all servicemen gamble, according to 
a writer in Yank, a magazine for army personnel. Twenty- 
five per cent of them, he says, never gambled until they en- 


tered military service. At times there 


fas as much as two 


hundred million dollars a month lost in what were “supposed 


to be games of chance.” 


Reasonable men have always 
looked upon gambling as a great 
evil. Practically all cities and 
states in our country (except 
such disreputable places as Reno, 
and Las Vegas, Nevada) have laws 
against it. Our nation’s very first 
president declared that gambling 
is “a vice which is productive of 
every possible evil. It is the child 
of greed, the brother of iniquity, 
and the father of mischief. It has 
been the ruin of many worthy 
families, the loss of many a man’s 
honor, and the cause of many 
suicides.”” Wise Thomas Jefferson, 
who drew up-the. Declaration of 
Independence, said “gambling cor- 
rupts our dispositions and teaches 
us a habit of hostility against all 
mankind.” To win money from 
fellow-soldiers is one quick way 
to lose friends. 


Gambling is almost always con- 
nected with crookedness. The 
very word makes you think of 
cheating, of under-handed tricks, 
of gangsters and pick-pockets. A 
lot of gambling is pure and simple 
swindling. You may wonder why 
the Quartermaster Corps  pur- 


‘chased 750,000 pairs of dice at 


one time in 1943, to be sold 
through the PXs, when the gov- 
ernment officially frowns upon 
their use, but the reason was 
that they discovered that a large 
percentage of the crap games 
were being played with loaded 
dice. The magazine writer quoted 
above says categorically that there 
were 100,000 decks with marked 
cards at one time in the ser- 
vices. The crooks in the armed 
forces (who were among the first 
to be drafted in World War II 
because they were in unessential 
occupations) robbed the gullible 
amateur gamblers of as much as 
fifty million dollars a month. 


Even where there is no crooked- 
ness involved, the chances of com- 
ing out ahead financially by gam- 
bling are very slim. “A fool and 
his .money are soon parted,” and 
there is no bigger fool than a man 
who thinks he can make money 
by gambling. It is a well-known 
fact that slot-machines, for ex- 
ample, into which people pour 
quarters and half dollars by the 
thousand, pay out as little as 
twenty cents for every dollar put 
in. They are not called “one-arm 
bandits” for nothing. You can- 
not beat them. Or a man may 
roll a pair of dice in the hope of 
getting a certain number, and 
even if the dice are not loaded, 
his chances of having the right 
number turn up are only one in 
thirty-six! The people who op- 
erate the baseball and football 
pools into which so much money 
is sunk keep as -high as eighty 
and ninety per cent for them- 
selves! It is no wonder that such 
proverbs have arisen as, “All 
gamblers die broke,” and “Horse 
sense is what they have enough 
of to keep them from betting on 
people.” 

Gambling is a “disease.” That 
is why men who know that you 
cannot come out ahead will go 
back to it, time after time, with 
dire consequencés for themselves 
and their families. Gambling is 


like addiction to drugs: it “gets 
in a man’s blood.” That is the 
big argument against those who 
say, What is wrong with playing 
cards for a few pennies a point? 
What harm does it do to “make 
the game interesting” with a little 
side-bet? The trouble is it sel- 
dom stops with that, as anyone 
who knows anything about gam- 
bling will tell you. The “few pen- 
nies” soon become a half dollar, 
and so on. Stakes never shrink; 
they always become higher. Even 
on the radio programs where they 
try to “Break the Bank” and get 
“Double or Nothing,” they do not 
start out with the $64.00 ques-- 
tion. The best place to stop gam- 
bling is before you get started! 

If gambling is wrong when it 
involves big money, it is just as 
wrong in small amounts. Many 
people who agree that it is wrong 
to bet five dollars on a hole in 
playing. golf, for example, will 
maintain that to wager five cents 
is all right. Who says so? And 
if it is so, just where does it stop 
being all right, and start to be- 
come wrong: at fifty cents a hole? 
One dollar? Three dollars and 
eighty-seven cents? 

Nobody likes to be known as a 
“gambler.” You and I class such 
people along with hi-jackers, 
thugs, criminals in general. But 
once more, when does a man be- 
come a “gambler’? When he 
makes big bets? And what are 
“big’’ bets? The simple fact is 
that if a man gambles, he is a 
gambler, and classified by God 
as such, with all its consequences. 

Gambling is vicious because it 
often leads to and encourages 
other crimes. Regularly I read in 
our local newspaper of knifings, 
robberies, embezzlements, and 
even murders ‘that had betting as 
a background. Right now there 
is a once-respected citizen of our 
city behind the bars, for a long 
time, because he “borrowed” 
money from his investment busi- 
ness to cover gambling losses. The 
man and his family of growing 
children are “ruined” for life. 

That is why the army tries to 
keep gambling down as much as 
it does, even though some argue 
that it is an innocent pastime to 
keep -he fellows occupied in off- 
hours, traveling, etc. It does not 
stay “innocent.” I have known, 
in my limited acquaintance, of 
men in the service whose money- 
belts and watches were stolen 
by apparently honest  barrack- 
buddies who got desperate when 
their “luck” at cards ran out. One 
fellow was so far in the hole that 
he tried to pawn a piece of mil- 
itary equipment, and when the 
court martial was ended he had 
a long-time sentence in which to 
think over the evils to which 
gambling will bring a soldier. 

A fellow who refuses to play 
a game for money will be accused 
of being a “kill-sport,” but the 
real kill-sport is the man who 
cannot engage in a game or ath- 
letic contest without doing some 


betting beside. If a game is not’ 


worth playing for its own sake 


without betting, it is not worth 


playing, period. Men who love and 
know athletics (the coaching 
staff at Notre Dame, for example) 
are on record as being desperately 
concerned about the future of in- 
tercollegiate athtetics because of 
the increase in gambling. Anyone 
who likes basketball (and basket- 
ball. plays annually in America 


‘| to more spectators than any other 


sport) was sickened recently at 
the revelation that champion 
teams, last year, were “throwing” 
games, and pre-arranging the 
scores. Who was responsible for 
the expelling of these students and 
the association of scandal with 
their names for yeafs to come? 
Not the underworld ‘“fixers’” who 
bribed these boys: not the big 
betting syndicates who compute 
and often manipulate “odds.” The 
people responsible are the thou- 
sands in factories, offices, army, 
and navy who cannot enjoy a 
good game any more, whether it 
is golf or cards or baseball, with- 
out betting on it. Gambling does 
not add to the fun of any sport: 
in the long run it will kill it. 
Gambling is demoralizing all the 
way around. Our country was 
founded by energetic, industrious 
people like John Smith, who 
quoted the Bible maxim of Paul, 
“He who will not work shall not 
eat.” Hard work and thrift were 
regarded as virtues, and our na- 
tion was made strong by such 
stuff. Now we have too many 
people who try to live by their 
wits instead of their brains: who 
think it is foolish to work hard 
if you can let the other fellow do 
it. They want to get ahead in a 
hurry, get rich quick. And that 
sort of spirit does more to de- 
stroy a nation’s economy than 
Communism or Socialism. One of 
the reasons that England is “on 
the ropes” financially is that 300,- 
000 Britons are doing nothing but 
gambling, full time, and that na- 
tion wasted four billion dollars 


in a single year on dog and horse 
race betting. . 

Gambling is essentially stealing, 
and the Bible says plainly, ‘““Thou 
shalt not steal.’ Gambling is not 
giving, anybody knows that. Nei- 
ther is it working for what one 
receives, as in the case of wages. 
The only thing it can be, there- 
fore, is theft. It need not be taken 
by force (though a lot of gam- 
bling ends in loud threats and 
actual violence) and it may_not 
be a very large amount of money 
involved: but it is stealing just 
the same, for it -was_ neither 
earned nor donated. 

A Christian will not gamble, 
even in so small a measure as 
matching pennies, when he rea- 
lizes that every penny that he 
“owns” is not his own, but be- 


longs to God. It is a solemy, 


thought to think that all the 
money that passes through our 
hands was in this world a hun- 
dred years ago, in some form, be- 
fore we were born, and it will be 
here a hundred years from now, 
when we are long gone. Who real- 
ly owns it? Not .you and I, for 
then we could take some of it 
with us. All that we do is “use” 
the money as long as we are here 
on earth. We borrow it. God 
loans it to us. And some day we 
shall have to report to God what 
we did with every penny of it. 
Read the interesting parable about 
the pounds, in Luke 19, and the 
talents, in Matthew 25. 


A soldier and a sailor have to 
work too hard for their money, 
and get too little of it to waste 
it. One of the best ways to make 
it multiply is to “lay up treasures 
in heaven, where thieves cannot 
break through and steal.” Even 
though his income is small, a 
Christian serviceman should prac- 
tice the scriptural principle of 
tithing, setting aside a_ stated 
amount for°God and His work. He 
will find that the nine-tenths he 


keeps for himself will go much 
farther and bring him more bless- 
ing than if he selfishly spent all 
his income on himself, One thing 
even worse than gambling is rob- 
bing God, and we rob God, Mala- 
chi tells us in chapter 3, verse-- 
8, when we keep back from God 
His portion of our income. 


It is far from easy for a ser- 
viceman to tithe: he does not 
make the money that the men 
do back home. But if it were 
easy, God could not give much 
credit for what he gives. You 
remember the story of the widow 
who gave only a couple coppers, 
and Jesus said that she gave more 
than anybody else, because she 
had so dittle, while those who 
gave a great deal could easily af- 
ford it. 


Listen to what God Himself 
has to say on the subject, and 
then try it out. “Bring ye all the 
tithes into mine house, and 
prove me, saith Jehovah of hosts, 
if I will not open you the windows 
of heaven and pouf you out a 
blessing that there shall not be 
room enough to receive it” (Mal. 
3:10). 


Gambling has always been a 
common vice among military men: 
it likely always will be. But that 
will never make it right. When 
the Lord Jesus was twisting in 
torment on the cross, the soldiers 
were callously casting dice to see 
who would get “The Robe” about 
which Lloyd Douglas wrote his 
bestseller. How I would dread to 
be one of those soldiers in judg- 
ment day! Neither would I want 
to be the kind of a soldier that 
will be classed along with them.

When He looks 
upon you, He cannot regard you 
as a father 1 rds ad child 
who has done everything he can 
to please him, but He must look 
upon you as a rebel, as one who 
has revolted against Him, and de- 
fied Him to His face. When He 
looks upon your sin, His anger 
must flame forth. A man, who is 
not angry with sin, must be him- 
self a guilty man; and, in propor- 
tion to the holiness of God must 
be his abhorrence of evil. 

Reflect, then, upon what a sad 
condition you are in. If God should 
never smite you in His righteous 
wrath, if He should continue to 
give you the mercies of this life 
everyday just as He has done, I 
think, dear friend, that it ought 
to trouble you all the more that 
you are still provoking Him by 
your continued sin. If you really 


are of the noble spirit that I hope 
you are, you will not be so ungen- 
erous as merely to regret your 
fault because of the suffering it 
will bring to. yourself, but you 
will lament it because it offends 
so loving, so good, so tender, so 
gracious a being as the God of 
the whole earth. Were He vindic- 
tive—had He no bowels of com- 
passion—if He had made no proc- 
lamation of mercy and no terms 
of grace, I could understand how 
you could brazen your forehead, 
and defy Him; but how can you 
live in enmity against the God 
who has been so gracious to you? 
Let the thought of the mercy of 
God make your unremitted sin 
such a burden upon your con- 
science that you will not rest until 
you have repented of it, and been 
forgiven 

Remember, dear friends, that, in 
addition to being thé object of the 
daily anger of God, you are in 
constant peril of suffering that 
anger to the full. A single step 
may cause you to fall, and that 
fall may lead to the grave. Who 
among us can tell all the perils 
of this mortal life? I remember 
reading a work in which there 
were collected together numerous 
instances of the simple means by 
which men have died, such as the 
swallowing of a fruit stone, or the 
sticking of a small bone in the 
threat, the breathing of some in- 
visible noxious gas, or the failure 
of some almost imperceptible or- 
gan in the body to perform its 
usual functions. How suddenly 
death often comes! A friend said 
to me, this morning, “Do you 
know that So-and-so is dead?” 
He was a dear fellow-servant of 
Christ, an eminent preacher of the 
gospel. I had no idea, when I saw 
him a little while ago in robust 
health, that he and I should never 
speak to each other again in this 
world. You also must often have 
heard of the death of friends, and 
some day people will tell the sur- 
too, are gone.

Plan and Prepare for Great 
Music in Revival Efforts 


The singer, the musician and 
choir members should be spiritual. 
Any singer who “just leads the 
singing” is unfit to lead it. Any 
pianist or organist who ‘ust 
plays” is “playing’’ indeed. Choir 
members who only parade in the 
choir would do better in the 
basement. God Almighty does not 
exempt them from the prayer 
meeting, worship, soul winning or 
any fundamental procedures. 
Thank God for the spiritual in 
this realm—few in number. 


The instrument, the choir, and 
the leader should be properly 
placed, should perform their work 
well. Gospel musicians should not 
chew gum, talk or be unresponsive 
in all the service. 

The right sort and enough song- 
books should be provided. 

To an English congregation, the 
singing should be in English. To 
human beings, it should be in hu- 
man language—not  seraphims’.

II. This brings me to the sec- 
ond point of my discourse, which 
divides itself into two parts— 
Without Blood-shedding, and With 
Blood-shedding. 


Without Shedding of Blood 


“Without shedding of blood,” 
says the apostle— wherever that is 
the case, there is no remission. It 
is not possible that any sin should 
ever be forgiven to any man with- 
out shedding of blood. This has 
been known from the very first. 
As soon aS man had sinned, God 
taught him that he needed a sac- 
rifice. Adam and Eve, after they 
had sinned, tried to clothe them- 
selves with fig leaves; but that 
was not a sufficient covering. God 
must kill some animals, shedding 
their blood, and in their skins our 
first parents must be clothed. 
When Cain and Abel had grown 
up, the only sacrifice that God 
could accept was the slain lamb. 


To Cain and his sacrifice of the 
fruits of: the earth, God had no 
respect. Job is, perhaps, the ear- 
liest of the patriarchs, but he of- 
fered sacrifice for his children 
lest they should have offended 


God while they were feasting. He 
did not think nor did any.of those 
ancient men who feared God think 
of finding acceptance with Him, 


and remission of sin, without 
shedding of blood. This belief has 
been almost universally held; 
there is scarcely to be found a 
tribe of men who have not believed 
in this. Wherever explorers go, 
they find that, wherever there is 
any conception, of God, there is a 
sacrifice in some form or other.

to die the death of a slave, the 
death that the Romans would 
scarcely inflict upon slaves unless 
they had committed some extra- 
ordinary crimes. He, whom the 
angels worship, hangs there to die, 
“the Just for the unjust, that he 
might bring us to God.’ Can you 
not trust your soul with Him? 
Will you not believe that God, for 
Christ’s sake, can forgive you? 
Will you not now rush into His 
arms, and there confess your Sin, 
yet look up, and say, “I know that 
thou canst forgive, for Christ has 
died, and I do rest my soul on His 
atoning sacrifice’? 


I remember—though it was 
many years ago—-when first I 
really understood that I was sim- 
ply to look to Jesus Christ, and 
that, doing so, I should be saved. 
I felt, in my heart, that I wished 
I had known it long before, for I 
had been for years seeking rest, 
and finding none, and I only need- 
ed just to be told that there was 
nothing for me to do but simply 
to look to Christ. Oh, how I did 
leap at that message! It was the 
best sermon I ever heard, yet it 
was, in itself, a very poor one; but 
it had in it that which was the 
means of saving my soul, I trus- 
ted Christ then with my soul, and 
I have nothing else to rest on now. 
I have preached some thousands of 
times since that day, and God 
has given me many souls; but I 
have not found out any improve- 
ment as to the way of salvation. 
I trusted wholly in Christ then, 
and well I might, for I had noth- 
ing else to trust to; and I trust 
in nothing but Jesus Christ now, 
and well I may, for I have nothing 
else to trust to. 


If there is a poor sinner here, 
who sees the lifeboat of faith come 
close up to him,
